The Uacoln Way the Oaly 
prlatc Memorial Presented by a, 


Stroajc Array of Views. 


From Special Washington Correspondent. 
Mr. Borland's bill to enlarge the) 


scope of the bill creating a commission 
for tbe erection of s suitable memorial 
to President Lincoln, was given a 
hearing by tbe Library Committee of 
tbe House ou Tuesday, March 6. As 
this matter uow stands the original 
bill governing tbe erection of this 
memorial con tines tbe site to the city 
of Wasblugtou. Mr. Borland's bIH 
No. 13,045, aims to include the road to 
Gettysburg as oue of tbe plans to be 
submitted to the decision of Congreesi 


Mr. Talbott, 
representative from 


Maryland was the first to be called;; 
As a Confederate soldier he. said be: 
favored tbe proposed highway because 
of the study it would permit of the! 
great struggle. Everybody has monu 
; 


rneuts. The road to Gettysburg would, 
be both ornamental aud useful. Ash' 
from tbe pleasure it would give the* 
common people, the road would be a, 
source of instruction to historians* 
army officers, aud students oi every; 
nation. In his opinion there would be 
no trouble to get It through' Congres^i 
if this committee would report favos- 
ably the present bill. 
'' 


Representative Borland of Miasovvl, 


the author of the bill, theu went fnsV 
*n extended explanation of it, anil 
eloquently urged its favorable consid- 
eration. Washington, be said, always! 
will he a beautiful city, but theie kV 
danger of having too many monsv 
menta bere. He recalled a remark 
made some years ago by the chairman 
of this committee that over one-half of* 
the monuments bere should be moved 
to some large field where they might; 
not daily offend tbe artistic taste. Noi 
matter bow much money is speut here: 
upon ruouumeuta tbe next generation 
ofsrtistsridiclile* them. The mono* 
ment Is the most backueyed form oY> 
memorial, having uo meaning. Es- 
pecially inappropriate would be tbe 
proposed Grecian temple as a>,samuor- 
ial to Lincoln. Lincoln was far re- 
moved from auy notion of tbe classic. 
Besides auy large monument iu Po- 
tomac Park would come in com pet i 
tion with the Washington Mouumeut 
aud suffer thereby. Liucolu was close 
to the people And tbe highway project 
has especial appropriateness ou this 
account. The uearer it comes (o the 
useful, the better the memorial. This 
road could be made the most beautiful 
monument iu the world. No memor- 
ial is so imperishable as a highway. 
He then took up the subject of the cost 
aud said tbat individual states were 
building good roads for about $6,000 
to $8,000 dollars a mile. Tbe mainten- 
ance would be reasonable. The right 
of way would uot cost a cent; that 
route should be followed where the 
right of way was given without cost. 
He added tbat tbe highway had tbe 
endorsement of the G. A. R., tbe Loy- 
al Legion, American Federation of 
Labor, good roads commissions, Am- 
erican Automobile Association, aud 
many other fraternal aud patriotic or- 
ganization. He read letters from Gen. 
Gillmau and many grand commanders 
of tbe G. A. K. 


Gen. Hopkins, chairman of the G. 


A. R. committee of the Lincoln high- 
way, was next heard. As part of his 
remarks be tiled the pamplet prepared 
by Mr. McCleary reviewing the entire 
subject. The G. A. R. has endorsed 
unanimously the highway form of 
memorial. Their interests should be 
considered because tbey helped to 
make Lincoln's name aud frame. Tbe 
tie between Lincoln and. bis soldiers 
Was very close. Tbe proposed Grecian 
monument is noi appropriate to show 
tbe character of the man. If the road 
should be built fully 75 percent of the 
visitors to Washington would go to 
Gettysburg, and thus tbe road would 
be a great education In patriotism. 


Wen. Juo. R. Black, chairman or the 


Civil Service Commission made the 
most eloquent speech of the day from 
the sentimental viewpoint. He told 
the committee it was the dream of the 
G. A. R to ace a great boulevard ex- 
tending from 
Gettysburg through 


Washington to Richmond, binding the 
North and South iu reconciliation and 
friendship. A memorial to be of auy 
value should be typical. Lincoln was 
plain, simple, of every day life aud 
liabit, and a man of utilities. Imsgine 
him face to face with the choice. He 
would never select a structure of an- 
other age aud nation as is proposed in 
a Grecian temple. 
Tne 
highway 


would type the relations of Lincoln. 
It would be a monument representing 
toll and the every day needs of men as 
Lincoln would desire. It would also 
be an 
eudurinc monument. 
The 


Forum snd other Roman monuments 
are fallen in decay, but the highways 
of that nation still exist. Nothing 
would be more grateful to the memory 
of Lincoln than this highway and its 
lessons of art, peace aud commerce. 


J. H. Ralston, counsel for the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor, said that or- 
fanlEatfon favored the highway as 


against any other form of memorial. 
Liucolu was a utilitarian; and he 
would be more gratified with a mem- 
orial useful to present and future gen- 
erations. 


_ Win. J. Creasy, master of the Pa. 
State Grange, said b« represented 70,- 
000 farmers who favored the Lincoln 
road SB s demonstration iu good roads 
and as s memorial iu keeping with 
Lincoln's character. 


Louis P. Shoemaker, in behalf of 


tbe Loyal Legiou, presented a resolu- 
tion adopted by uiauy Citizeu Associ- 
ations favoring tbe Liucolu Way. Tbe 
speaker said be bad always lived iu 
the District aud WMH interested iu its 
beauty aud improvement, but he was 
opposed to auy other form of memori- 
al to Liucolu. Particularly wan he 
opposed to auythiuir to be built upou 
the swamps of the Mall. Auy other 
large monument here would detract 
from the 
Washington 
mouuiueul, 


aud a small mouumeut is out of tbe 
question. He was iu favor of having 
the boulevard begin at Ft. Sleveus 
where Liucolu stood as comuuauder- 
iu-chief during Early's raid—the ouly 
tluue a President iu oilice ever tilled 
this cuarge. As a possible oruauueu- 
tatiou of the road he mentioned statues 
of all our presidents. 


George C. Diehl, road engineer in 


the service of tbe New York State 
Highway Commission and represent- 
ing also the American Automobile As- 
sociation showed why the road should 
be built for commercial aud practical 
reasons. He left with the committee 
maps showing that the proposed route 
was ou tbe main road running North 
.and South intersecting with the main 
route East and West. The committee 
made some eflort to show that the 
speaker's interest arose from his con- 
nection with the automobile associ- 
ation, aud tbat much of the sentiment 
,-for this road came from tue automo- 
bllists of tbe country who were not 
prompted by auy patriotic consider- 
ation. Mr. Diebl theu went into tbe 
details of cost and maintenance. A 
road 24 feet wide, 8 inches deep treat- 
ed with a 3 inch bituminous binder 
^making it dust proof aud durable 
could be built for 20,000 dollars a mile. 
The cost of maintaining the road 
would be 2-50 dollars per mile each 
year. It would h^ave to be resurfaced 
every ten years at a cost of $5,000 dol- 
iQsrs a mile," or 500 dollars per year, 
making tbe cost of maintenance and 
reconstruction 750 dollars per mile, 
each year. In answer to a question 
concerning the advisability of-a wider 
road, he thought a wider right of way 
should be secured for purposes of dec- 
oration, but that tbe road Itself should 
uot be wider than 24 ft. The N. Y. 
state roads averaged 12 to 16ft. iu 
width and were sufficient to handle 
greater traffic than this road would be 
called upou to bear. This road would 
also fit in with the Maryland and 
Pennsylvania systems of roads. 


Former Representative James 1. 


McCleary, of Minnesota, who after a 
study of foreign 'memorials first pro- 
posed tbe road idea, made a strong 
plea for the bill. Tbe question, be 
said, was whether this form of memor- 
ial shall be precluded from considera- 
tion. 
As tbe law now stands the 


memorial must be built iu Washing- 
ton. All he asked was that Congress 
be given chance to pass upou question. 
Liucolu, the best loved American, wan 
"of tbe people aud for the people," 
and any monument to him should be 
of the same* character. Artists are 
like musicians, wherever two or three 
are gathered together there is discord. 
There would be uo agreement among 
them ou the form of monument to be 
erected. He spoke of his tour abroad 
and of tbe idea that came to him while 
viewing the Appiau Way. Whatever 
the widtu of the road-bed tbe highway 
itself should be 200 ft. wide. 
The 


greatest adornment of that road in his 
mind would be two rows of line tree**, 
a mile of oaks, a mile of maples, etc. 
Asked concerning tbe rights of way 
Mr. McCieary replied that he had the 
assurances of representative citizens of 
both states that these would cheerfully 
be granted without cost. He denied 
that be was interested iu auy properly 
along Ibe route or iu automobiles. A 
great deal was said to him by the com- 
mittee ou the subject of tbe Lincoln 
Memorial Road Association of America 
and on tbe meaus employed to work 
up sentiment for tbe road snd to in- 
fluence members of Congress lu.ils be- 
half. He criticised the proposed tem- 
ple to Lincoln and added that the 
gentlemen on Hie Fine Arts Commis- 
sion whose names carried most weight 
have endorsed the boulevard. He also 
stated that a memorial road was to be 
built along tbe Palisades of the Hud- 
son in honor of Henry Hudson ; aud 
In conclusion asked that the fashion 
be set of making useful memorials. 


Adjournment wan here taken until 


2.30. Hon. Daniel F. Lafean waa the 
first to appear at the afternoon session. 
He said be introduced the first bill for 
a Lincoln highway over live year* 
ago. Showing the cost of good roads 
he gave to the committee estimates of 
reads built upon the battlefield. Get- 
tysburg, he said, was a beautiful spot 
which attracts over 250,000 visitors 
each year. The government has spent 
over eleven millions of dollars in 
beautifying it. But to make a trip 
there Is now a matter of three days, 
one day each for coming and going 


aud a day to be spent seeing the bat* 
llrlield. This Liucolu Way will rem- 
edy conditions iu that respect. An- 
swering tbe oft repeated question of 
Ibe vowunltlee as to tbe method of 
protect lug abutting property from ob- 
jectionable feature* as road-house*, 
parks, smuMeiuents, etc, Mr. Lafeau 
said there were uo nuisances of these 
kinds along the battlefield roads and 
be did not think there would be any 
along the proposed boulevard. He, 
too, was asked about the right of way 
aud replied tbat be bad assurances 
that there would be uo cost for this 
One widow in Adam Co. hrd told him 
she would give half her farm if neces- 
sary. He had a letter from a farmer 
along tbe Mason aud Dixou Hue offer- 
ing bis laud for tbe purpose aud sug- 
gesting as a future ornament at tbe 
line au arch surmounted by figures of 
Lincoln aud Davis clasping hands 
Mr. Lafeau further spoke of Pennsyl- 
vania's plau of buildiUK good roads. 
Iu conclusion be referred to the com- 
ing celebration of tbe 50th anniversary 
of the battle aud hoped some beginning 
of the Liuooln Way would be a part 
of tbat celebration. 


Mr. Logan Page, IT. S. Director of 


Roads, gave a very interesting talk on 
road building. He was kept busy an- 
swering questions showing that the 
committee were anxious to learn the 
practical side of tbe question. Tbe 
cost of a road, he said, like the cost of 
a bouse depended upon the kind oue 
wanted to build, upon the materials, 
labor, location, etc. Beyond auy doubt 
a road such a* was described by Mr. 
Diehl could be built for $20,000 per 
mile. He thought a 16 ft. road was 
sufficient for any purpose. A road of 
this width, properly drained, 8 inches 
deep with a 3 inch binder would an- 
swer any purpose. 
A road of tbis 


width from Paris to Versailles carries 
over 10,000 automobiles every Sunday. 
He went into the character of roads, 
gave tbe history of famous roads and 
told what his department was doing 
by way of experiment in road build- 
lug. As to tbe proposed road to Get- 
tysburg much of the cost would de- 
pend upou tbe character aud quantity 
of the material along tbe route. He 
thought this was abuudaut aud first- 
class, but would send to the committee 
data concerning it. He described" the 
building of the Appiau Way, which 
he said would coat today $250,000 a 
milei But there is no need today of 
roads like the Romans built. Ours are 
better tor purposes of tiaffic aud haul- 
ing. 


Mr. Arthur Stabler, of Montgomery 


Co., Md , called atteutiou to the rich 
couuties this road would open up for 
the farmers. At present he aud tbe 
farmers iu his neighborhood were 
forced to haul their grain and produce 
12 miles to reach tbe railroad. As a 
suggestion for oue feature of adorn- 
ment he proposed that each state erect 
decorative mile stoues. 


Mr. Lewis, 
representative 
from 


Maryland, concluded tbe bearing. 
Lincoln, he said, was unique, and the 
method of inemoraltzing him should 
be unique. A monument would be 
compared with other monuments, aud 
there would be danger of disappoint- 
ment. A memorial to Lincoln, like 
hia character, should be beyoud com- 
parison. In 1876 this country went to 
the very font ot music aud paid Wag- 
ner $5,000 for a Centennial Mardi. It 
was a miserable failure. The proposed 
road would be a natural monument 
over 70 miles long.

Kx-Gov. Warfiela, of Mary and, was 


present at tbe hearing but was forced 
to leave before he was called. 


The American Automobile Associa- 


tion was also represeuted by Pres. R. 
P. Hooper aud A. G. Batchelder. 


Considerable opposition to the plau 


was shown by oue or two members of 
the committee. From the character 
of questions asked it could easily be 
sceu that the recommendation of the 
Fine Arts Commission will carry 
weight with some members of the 
committee. The idea also seemed to 
prevail with some tbat tbe seutimeut 
was played up and uot spontaneous ; 
aud that it would benefit mostly the 
autouiobilists who see iu it a epleudid 
speedway 
Tbe success of the meas- 


ure, iu my judgment, will depend 
upou tbe actiou of this committee. 
From all 1 can hear Congress is favor- 
able to the road, aud if given the op- 
portunity by this committee will adopt 
Mr. Borland's bill. 


I bad a long talk with Mr. McCleary. 


He is confident the idea winch origi- 
nated with him will succeed. He told 
me cue of the proudest memories of 
bis life was tbe opportunity be had 
three years ago of making the Lincoln 
centennial address at Gettysburg. 


1 talked also with Mr. Lafean on Hie 


subject of tbe boulevard. He, too, is 
sure of its ultimate success. 


Tbe question of rights of way Is 


going to play an important part In the 
final determination of the question. 
Whether correctly or uot members of 
Congress are being assured these will 
cost nothing. Tbe committee fre- 
quently referred to this'featurs.

"Take the woman of a higher plane 


—the mother who by reason of her 
position, her income, her talent or 
education is able to instruct the child 
without committing it to the care of 
instructors iu the public schools. If 
she is to give all of the best of herself 
to transmit her knowledge te her 
child— how many cau ehe rear in the 
best manner? One, or at the most 
two.
